regularly to remove all the dust and 
dirt that collects on the leaves. This 
allows the light and air to get to all 
the breathing pores in the fpaves, so 
that they will be more thrifty. 


In Industrial cities where there te 


much dirt in the air it is advisable to 
wash the plants each week; where 
the air is cleaner, less frequent wish- 
Ing is necessary, and If tne plants 
are set out of doors for the summer 
the natural rains 
will keep them 


clean. 


Plants that are quite dirty may be 


cleaned with mild soap euils. follow- 
ed 'by thorough rinsing with -clear 
water. Many house wives place their 
plants in the -sink or bath tU'b and 
syringe them with a strong spray of 
water, 
which 
ie excellent for the 


more rugged plants. 
At the eame 


time the plant roots receive a thor- 
ough soaking. 
While cleaning the 


plant, all yellowed and dead leave* 
should be removed and any neces- 
sary staking, training of vines, 
or 


pinching of unwanted shoota may be 
taken care of. 


Climbing 
vines, such R« English 


Ivy, ehould likewise be kept clean. 
In order to give the leaves a rich 
glossy appearance they may be wiped 
with a cloth moistened with milk. 
Any vegeetable oil such'is olive oil 
may also be used, but never apply 
furniture polish or airy mineral oil. 
as it is harmful to the plant tissues. 


Perlodipal cleaning of plant* not 


only makes them thrive better be- 
cause the dirt te removed Irbm-"their 
leaves, but it Improves th<;tr appear- 
ance and helps keep' Insects and dis- 
eases under control. 
In fact, plants 


that are cleaned and cared for -reg- 
ularly are eeldom Infected with peats 
of any eort.
